A Mr. Pelby, from the New York and Boston Theatres, made his 
debut as Hamlet. This is the usual selection for the first attempt of 
every dramatic aspirant ; and yet there are few characters which pre- 
sent more formidable difficulties. Jt affords little of the action and 
bustle which frequently sustain a performer through his part, and the 
contemplative indecision of Hamlet, with the soliloquies, in whieh the 
unsettled purposes of his mind, are pourtrayed, require not only great 
judgment and discrimination, but the not very frequent accompaniment 
of an excellent voice, clocution and manner. Mr. Pelby's figure is 
good, but not commanding ; wih few exceptions, his action was cor- 
rect and appropriate ; his countenance is expressive ; hut when he at- 
tempts to pourtray exultation or surprise, his look contains more of 
sarcasm than of the feeling meant to be conveyed. His instructions 
to the players were excellently delivered ; and the closet-scene dis- 
played touches of energy and feeling which bave seidom been equalled. 
Where he took leave of Ophelia he was much and deservedly applaud- 
ed. We may remark, that Mr, Pelby, and obviously with design, did 
not impart to his Hamlet the dignity of manne: to which we have 
been accnstomed in Mr. Young. ‘his may be paiticolarly noticed tm 
the end of the soliloquy, where he says. 

“ The Play—the Play’s the thing, 
In which to catch the conscience of the King.” 
Which was given in a tone and manner indicaiive of satisfied ingenul- 
ty—disdaiving the temperance of princely restraint. ‘The fencing- 
scene was done admirably. There was a luud and continued call for 
him after the falling of the curtain, and the audience would not saffer 
the Pantomime to proceed until he made his appearance, when he 
was loudly cheered from all parts of the house on delivering the fol- 
lowing short address :—“ Ladies and Gentlemen, I return my moet 
grateful thanks for your kind reception of a stranger.” Hie great 
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defect is a weak voice, but he cannot fail of being a most valuable ae- 
cession to the London boards. We will particularly notice Miss Grad- 
don’s Ophelia, she gave the airs with great taste and sweetness

quent. The general character of the performance is that of merriment 
and drollery, A new piece was produced on Monday night, ca'led 
Black Spirits and White.

The characters are well sustained, and the 
applause general. The Pantomime of Merlin’s Mount continues to 
be favorably received ; it is fnll of bustie and extertainment.—Mr.
